An Eclipſe of the Moon 
inthe firſt ten degrees of Aries, is a forerunner of feavers, 
burning of houſes, deſiruftion of woods, and a great 
drought in the air. This Eclipſe happening in the ſame tri. 
plicity withthelat conjun&tion,puts forward the influence 
thereofhere in England, and we may juſtly fear a rot of 
Sheep,and adeſtrution among all ſorts of ſmall cattle, The 
Sun at the time of this defet, is very nearthe place of Mars 
at the great conjun&tion,viz. that ofthe year 1603. which 
1s worth the obſervation of the moſt curious ; and whe: 
ther domeſtick diſcords , or quarrels in ſeveral parts of 
the world, or whether the male-cffe ts only threaten the 
A uſtri.n Family, or ſome Grandee oi the houſe,)et time be the 
Expoſitor. Thoſe Kingdoms, Cities, Countryes,and Towns, 
under Y*= S Vp (hall moſtly be ſenſible of the eff-&ts : The 
perſons principally concerned are ſuch whoſe mid. heaven 
Aſcendant or places of cither of the Luminaries are in the 4 
degree,or neareſt of either of thoſe S1gns.
